In  these  days  of  burgeoning  population,  it  is  most  unusual  for  a 
school,  especially  a  senior  high  school,  to  be  closed.  Yet  that  has 
happened  to  the  Armstrong  Technical  High  School  here  in  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.C.,  June  30,  1958.  I  was  graduated  from  this  institution 
in  1915,  was  appointed  to  teach  physical  education  there  in  October, 
1928,  and  remained  on  its  faculty  until  it  was  closed. 

Fortuitously,  the  writer  had  some  connection  with  this  event. 
Plans  for  the  closing  activities  were  developed  by  the  faculty,  the 
student  council,  the  graduating  class,  and  the  alumni.  All  decided 
to  mount  a  bronze  plaque  in  memory  of  the  school  and  to  bury 
beneath  it  a  scroll  which  was  signed  by  each  member  of  the  faculty 
and  by  all  the  students.  I  was  selected  to  author  the  text  of  the 
plaque.  It  reads:

Armstrong  Technical  High  School 
1900-1958 

Love  of  Home  —  Pride  in  Country 
Respect  for  Mankind

of  the  immense  value  such  a  movement  will  have  for  the  new  urban 
rank  and  file  negro  who  has  begun  a  postwar  trek  to  the  North.

In  the  spring  of  1955,  I  took  an  indefinite  leave  of  absence  from 
theatrical  activities,  both  Broadway  producing  and  Cape  Cod  sum¬ 
mer  theatre  operations,  retaining  only  my  financial  interest  in  the 
National  Theatre,  Washington,  D.C.  I  entered  the  employ  of  the 
United  States  for  the  third  time  in  my  life  (the  first  was  in  the  U.S. 
Navy,  1941-45,  the  second  in  the  Central  Intelligence  Agency,  1951- 
52)  as  deputy  director  of  the  U.S.  Operations  Mission  to  Spain 
representing  the  International  Cooperation  Administration  in  the 
field.  In  June,  1955,  Miss  Elizabeth  Boyd  of  New  Orleans  and  New 
York  City,  in  response  to  my  urgent  cables,  flew  to  Madrid,  then 
on  to  Tangier,  where  we  were  married  at  the  American  consulate. 

In  May,  1956,  I  was  made  director  of  the  Economic  Aid  Mission 
and  Counselor  of  Embassy  for  Economic  Affairs,  and  in  October, 
1957,  President  Eisenhower  appointed  me  Minister  of  Embassy  for 
Economic  Affairs.  During  the  entire  period  I  had  the  pleasure  of 
serving  under  my  old  friend  and  classmate,  John  Davis  Lodge,  the 
American  Ambassador  to  Spain,  who,  incidentally,  has  done  the 
best  job  ever  performed  by  a  United  States  ambassador  in  Spain  — 
ask  any  Spaniard!

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York  Times  best-seller  list  about  thirty  weeks.  My  two  small  daugh¬ 
ters  were  born  in  Madrid  in  a  Spanish  hospital  with  a  Spanish  doctor 
attending  and  a  Spanish  nurse  in  charge.  We  have  spent  two  “home 
leaves”  of  about  two  months  each  at  Dennis  on  Cape  Cod.  My 
wife  and  I  have  traveled  to  every  corner  of  Spain  and  also  to  Eng¬ 
land,  France,  Italy,  Austria,  Greece,  Libya  and  Tunisia.  Many 
friends  and  acquaintances  have  passed  through  Madrid,  for  this 
country  is  fast  becoming  a  most  popular  tourist  mecca;  the  people 
are  friendly  and  prices  are  not  exhorbitant.  No  one  knows  what 
the  future  may  bring,  but  I  must  say  that  life  has  been  very  good 
to  me  these  past  five  years.

In  reality  it  isn’t  actually  so  much  a 
steel  strike  as  a  smoke  screen  to  determine  whether  management  or 
unions  will  control  this  industry.  Although  the  issue  is  far  from  a 
definite  settlement,  believe  me  my  “dough”  is  on  management!

Since  our  Thirtieth  Anniversary  Report,  I  have  continued  right 
here  in  Bennington  where  I  hope  to  live  out  my  days.  A  small  town 
law  practice  continues  to  be  pretty  time-consuming  and  has  made  it 
apparent  that  in  self-defense  I  must  pull  in  my  ears  a  little  as  regards 
extracurricular  activities.  However,  a  Vermont  lawyer  has  to  do 
something  besides  practise  law,  and  I  had  already  become  some¬ 
what  interested  in  educational  matters  five  years  ago.  This  resulted 
partly  from  my  having  chaired  a  state  conference  on  education  and 
worked  on  a  committee  appointed  by  the  State  Board  of  Education 
to  study  and  rewrite  the  law  relating  to  the  formation  of  union  high 
school  districts.  There  had  been  such  objection  to  the  previous  law 
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that  school  districts  refused  to  take  advantage  of  it.  As  a  result  of 
the  changes  proposed  by  the  committee,  the  law  was  amended, 
many  union  districts  have  been  formed,  and  school  building  has 
increased  greatly  in  Vermont  with  the  aid  of  the  state.  In  1955  I 
was  appointed  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  a  six- 
year  term.  This  has  given  me  a  view  of  state  government  from  the 
standpoint  of  one  of  its  departments  as  distinguished  from  my  pre¬ 
vious  legislative  experience.  We  have  been  through  the  Sputnik 
scare,  the  demand  for  more  mathematics,  and  other  recent  phe¬ 
nomena  which  the  whole  country  has  experienced.  Vermont  appears 
to  be  coming  out  on  an  even  keel  with  a  sensible  program.

It  was  something  of  a  surprise,  coming  to  Boston  in  ’59  to  begin 
the  sixth  —  and  presumably  last  —  phase  of  life  since  ’25  ( none  of 
which  began  in  ’50).

In  spots,  our  1918  canoe  has  been 
probing  the  upper  reaches  of  the  Charles,  which  were  unreachable 
via  single  shell,  and  the  same  old  feet  have  been  exploring  the 
woodlands  nearby.  No  bird  watching  —  yet.

Except  that  the  names  of  the  historic  buildings  or  those  of  the 
private  clients  would  be  changed,  there  would  be  little  to  dis¬ 
tinguish  the  1960  report  of  my  activities  from  that  published  in 
1950.

The  restoration  of  New  London’s  Hempsted  House  was  my 
most  important  archaeological  work.  The  more  recent  restoration, 
decoration  and  furnishing  of  the  Mansfield  House  for  the  Middle¬ 
sex  County  Historical  Society  turned  out  to  be  the  most  appealing 
to  the  general  public. 
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During  1959,  because  of  the  determined  effort  of  a  few  local 
residents,  the  once  famous  Connecticut  River  landmark,  here  in 
East  Haddam,  the  Goodspeed  Opera  House  of  1876  (later  known 
as  Goodspeed’s  Folly)  was  saved  from  imminent  destruction  by 
the  state  and  was  deeded  with  over  four  acres  of  river  frontage  to 
a  new  tax-exempt  Foundation,  which  now  with  general  and  influ¬ 
ential  support  is  raising  over  half  a  million  dollars  to  restore  the 
Opera  House  to  its  former  Victorian  splendor.  Under  the  direction 
of  the  Foundation,  a  theatre  with  modern  equipment  and  services 
will  be  contained  within  the  shell  of  this  unique  structure,  which 
towers  five  stories  above  the  steamboat  dock.  The  theatre  will  be 
the  nucleus  of  a  cultural  center,  served  by  the  adjacent  hotel  of 
the  same  period  and  complemented  by  a  marina  and  public  park 
and  picnic  area.  Quite  unpremeditatedly,  I  find  myself  at  the  vortex 
of  all  this  development,  as  an  original  incorporator  and  then  as  a 
trustee,  and  now  as  head  of  the  architectural  restoration  of  the 
building. 

I  continue  to  lecture  on  architecture  and  life  in  the  Colonial 
period  in  Connecticut.  My  diversions  continue  to  be  keeping  the 
collection  of  classic  Rolls-Royce  cars  running  and  maintaining  my 
old  house,  which,  with  three  others  in  the  restoration  of  which  I 
had  a  hand,  appeared  in  The  Second  Treasury  of  Early  American 
Homes,  1954,  by  Richard  Pratt.

In  1956,  after  completing  twenty-five  years  of  effort  in  science 
and  law,  specializing  as  a  patent  lawyer,  I  set  aside  a  good  portion 
of  my  time  for  some  philanthropic  activity.  Listing  human  problems 
in  the  order  of  their  importance,  I  found  one  near  the  top  of  the 
list,  which  although  seemingly  hopeless  of  solution,  nevertheless 
appealed  to  my  investigating  and  inquiring  talents.  Cancer  has 
baffled  all  since  time  began,  but  it  seemingly  offers  a  closer  solution 
than  war  and  death.  I  could  do  no  original  work,  but  remembering 
that  penicillin  was  buried  in  the  literature  until  some  prying  eye 
unearthed  it,  I  set  about  reading  and  sifting  the  facts.  ( I  even  tried 
to  interest  I.B.M.  in  the  statistical  problem. ) 

After  three  years  I  arrived  at  these  conclusions:  That  cancer 
growths  are  supported  by  an  endocrine  imbalance;  that  certain 
forms  of  short  wave  irradiation  are  stimulating  to  the  endocrine 
glands;  and  that  endocrine  stimulation  can  bring  about  endocrine 
balance  and  retard  cancer  growth.  ( These  conclusions  are  discussed 
in  greater  detail  in  “An  Engineer  Looks  at  the  Cancer  Problem,” 
Harvard  Engineering  Bulletin,  October,  1956.)  Only  one  doctor 
has  responded  to  my  efforts  to  test  these  conclusions.  With  his 
help,  I  have  set  up  a  small  project  in  a  hospital.  Seemingly  favorable 
response  of  a  few  patients  has  justified  extension  into  a  larger 
group,  which  is  now  being  undertaken. 

Concurrently,  I  have  undertaken  to  perfect  an  instrument  for 
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determining  the  degree  of  endocrine  imbalance.  Such  an  instru¬ 
ment  will  eliminate  the  blood  sampling  before  and  after  treatment. 

I  have  been  informed  by  an  authority  that  orthodox  treatments 
involving  surgery  and  X-rays  will  actually  reduce  the  life  expectancy 
as  against  untreated  patients.  There  is  a  real  urgency  in  our  efforts.

William  de  Rham  died  February  26,  1957,  in  New  York  City. 
The  son  of  Henry  Casimir  de  Rham,  ’04,  and  Georgiana  (Berry¬ 
man)  de  Rham,  he  was  bom  September  27,  1901,  at  Newport, 
Rhode  Island.  He  attended  St.  Mark’s  School  before  coming  to 
Harvard  where  he  spent  two  years  with  our  Class.  He  conducted 
the  William  de  Rham  Dancing  Classes  in  New  York  City,  where 
he  was  a  dancing  master  and  manners  teacher  to  children  of  socially 
prominent  East  Coast  families.

(Edgar)  Durbin.  He  attended  East  Side  High  School  in  Denver, 
before  coming  to  Harvard  where  he  received  an  A.B.  in  1926,  as 
of  our  Class,  and  an  M.D.  in  1929.  He  interned  at  St.  Luke’s  Hos¬ 
pital  in  Denver  and  since  then  had  been  practising  medicine  in 
Denver,  where  he  was  a  specialist  in  diseases  of  the  heart.  He  was 
a  staff  member  of  virtually  all  of  Denver’s  major  hospitals  and  a 
consultant  in  cardiology  to  the  Veterans  Administration  in  Denver, 
St.  Louis  and  Cheyenne.  He  was  a  former  president  of  the  Denver 
County  Medical  Society  and  the  Colorado  Heart  Association,  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  American  Heart  Association  and  clinical  professor  of 
medicine  at  the  University  of  Colorado.  He  was  chairman  of  the 
Medical  Affairs  Committee  of  the  Denver  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

His  professional  memberships  included:  American  and  Colorado 
Medical  Associations,  American  College  of  Physicians  (fellow), 
American  Board  of  Internal  Medicine  (diplomate),  Denver  Heart 
Club,  Denver  Society  of  Internal  Medicine  and  Denver  Medical 
Club.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Osier  Society,  Denver  Country 
Club  and  the  Cactus  Club.  He  had  written  many  articles  on  heart 
disease  for  medical  journals. 

For  many  years  he  held  a  commission  in  the  National  Guard 
and  during  World  War  II,  served  in  the  Medical  Corps  of  the  U.S. 
Army  and  held  the  rank  of  colonel.  He  was  also  a  member  of  Medi¬ 
cal  Advisory  Board  No.  1  in  Denver.

ROBERT  EMERSON 

Robert  Emerson  died  February  3,  1959,  in  New  York  City,  where 
he  was  born  November  4,  1903,  the  son  of  Haven  and  Grace  (Par¬ 
rish)  Emerson.  He  prepared  at  the  Ethical  Culture  School  in  New 
York  City  and  received  an  A.B.,  cum  laude ,  with  our  Class.  In 
1927  he  received  the  degree  of  Dr.  Phil,  at  the  University  of  Berlin 
and  returned  to  Harvard  on  a  two-year  National  Research  Fellow¬ 
ship  and  spent  the  following  year  as  an  instructor  in  general  phy- 
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siology  at  Harvard.  The  next  sixteen  years  were  spent  in  research 
at  the  California  Institute  of  Technology  and  Stanford  University. 
Since  1946  he  had  been  at  the  University  of  Illinois  where  he  was 
research  professor  of  botany  and  physiology.  He  was  an  inter¬ 
nationally  known  authority  on  photosynthesis  and  published  articles 
on  the  subject  in  the  magazine  Nature. 

In  1954  he  attended  the  Eighth  International  Congress  of  Botany 
in  Paris  and  spent  six  months  at  Cambridge,  England,  on  a  Ful- 
bright  Fellowship.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Chaos  Club,  American 
Society  of  Plant  Physiologists  and  the  American  Botanical  Society. 
He  was  a  great  grand-nephew  of  the  famed  New  England  essayist, 
Ralph  Waldo  Emerson. 

In  1929  he  married  Claire  Garrison  and  they  had  four  children: 
Kenneth,  ’53,  Stephen,  David  and  Ruth.  Emerson  was  on  his  way 
to  attend  a  meeting  at  Harvard  University  when  he  was  killed  in 
a  plane  crash.  He  was  survived  by  his  wife,  children,  and  a  brother, 
Ralph  Emerson,  ’33. 

DAVID  WENDELL  EVANS 

David  Wendell  Evans  died  February  4,  1955,  at  San  Francisco. 
He  was  born  December  12,  1904,  in  Buffalo,  New  York,  the  son  of 
Owen  David  Evans,  ’00,  and  Annie  Leora  (Jackson)  Evans.  He 
prepared  at  Brighton  (Mass.)  High  School  and  graduated,  cum 
laude ,  with  our  Class.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  construction 
equipment  supervisor  for  the  James  L.  Treadwell  Company  in  San 
Francisco,  with  whom  he  had  been  associated  since  1953.  After 
graduation  he  joined  the  Bucyrus-Erie  Company,  working  suc¬ 
cessively  in  Wisconsin,  Indiana,  Pennsylvania,  New  York  City  and 
San  Francisco.  From  1943  to  1953  he  was  associated  with  Ken 
Royce,  Inc.,  and  during  that  time  he  spent  a  number  of  years  on 
the  islands  in  the  Pacific  buying  heavy  construction  equipment. 

Evans  met  a  tragic  death  by  fire  in  San  Francisco.  He  was 
survived  by  his  wife,  the  former  Jean  Edith  Wilkinson,  whom  he 
married  in  1931,  and  two  children:  Allan  David  and  Michael  Jack- 
son.  A  brother,  Alan  Somers  Evans,  Harvard  ’39,  also  survived  him. 

ROBERT  MARK  EVANS 

Robert  Mark  Evans  died  February  10,  1957,  in  Boston.  He  was 
bom  August  23,  1903,  in  Lawrence,  Massachusetts,  the  son  of 
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Joseph  Nicholas  and  Caroline  May  (Geldard)  Evans.  He  prepared 
at  Lawrence  High  School  and  received  an  A.B.,  cum  laude,  in  1925, 
and  an  A.M.  in  1927,  at  Harvard.

LUCIEN  HUMPHREY  FOWLER 

Lucien  Humphrey  Fowler  died  October  21, 1957,  at  San  Antonio, 
Texas.  He  was  born  February  11,  1895,  at  Dubuque,  Iowa,  the 
son  of  John  Willis  and  Elizabeth  (Merriam)  Fowler.  He  prepared 
at  the  local  high  school  and  received  an  S.B.  with  our  Class.  He 
was  security  analyst  for  the  National  Bank  of  Commerce  in  San 
Antonio  where  he  had  been  residing  since  1950.  He  had  formerly 
been  associated  with  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation, 
Cleveland  Loan  Agency  and  with  Otis  &  Company  in  Cleveland.

John  Jacob  Glessner  died  December  27,  1956,  at  Ipswich,  Massa¬ 
chusetts.  The  son  of  John  George  Macbeth  Glessner,  ’94,  and  Alice 
Mary  (Hamlin)  Glessner,  he  was  bom  April  27,  1902,  in  Chicago. 
He  attended  St.  Paul’s  School  before  coming  to  Harvard  where  he 
received  an  A.B.  in  1925,  an  A.M.  in  1930,  and  a  Ph.D.  in  1936. 
While  working  for  his  doctorate,  he  was  an  instructor  in  English 
and  tutor  in  the  Division  of  Modern  Languages  at  Harvard.  From 
1936  to  1940  he  was  an  instructor  and  assistant  professor  of  English 
at  the  University  of  Iowa. 

During  World  War  II,  he  spent  a  year  with  the  British  Air  Com¬ 
mission  in  Washington,  working  on  aircraft  maintenance  and  sup¬ 
ply.  In  1942  he  was  commissioned  a  lieutenant  in  the  U.S.  Naval 
Reserve  and  spent  the  next  six  years  in  the  Navy.  He  served  in 
the  Bureau  of  Aeronautics  and  the  Transport  Division.  He  was 
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promoted  to  commander  in  1945  and  served  six  months  as  assistant 
personnel  officer  in  the  Materiel  Division  of  the  Office  of  the  Assist¬ 
ant  Secretary  of  the  Navy  in  Washington.
